BOUND OVER TO

DISTBICTCOUBT

Jack McCartv and J J. Morgan were
given a preliminary hearing this
morning In the municipal court on
the charge of burglary in the third
degree After hearing the testimony,
the judge bound the two defendants
over to the district court for trial,
baaing his decision on the fact that
the testimony given by the witness-
es for the city and the defendants,
concerning the circumstances sur-
rounding the arrest, differed so ma-

terially, that a trial would be neces-
sary to establish the guilt or Inno
cence of the defendants

In the preliminary hearing the
state was represented by County At-

torney David Jensen and the defend-anteb-

Attorney J. H. Bailey of Salt
Lake City.

The first witness for the state was
Detective Robert Burk. He and Chauf-
feur Nelson, about 5 p. m.. April 29,
after searching through a number of
rooms at No. 10, Electric alley, reach
ed one at the northeast corner of the
house and found the door locked
They noticed that the key had been
left in the door and tried to remove
it. but someone on the inside of the
room held it fast. Burk heard a
noise in the room as though some-
one was moving and demanded that
the door be opened He received no
answer and then Nelson went to the
auto-patr- and secured a screw-drive- r

With this, the witness said, the
chauffeur removed the hasp from the
door and they entered the room,
finding McCarty and Moran there.

Burk questioned the two men and
McCarty said that Moran got him to
go into the house

On Detective
Burk stated that no weapons of any
kind or any stolen goods were found
on the two men, but that, in convera
lng with the men. Moran had eaid.
"You can lay the blame all on me.'

Chauffeur Neson's testimony was
similar to that of Detective Burk, ex"
cept that he gave a few more de-

tails
Officer Layne. who, with Officers

Russell and Mohlman. was on watch
outside the house while Burk and
Nel6on were inside, testified as to
the conversation had with the two
men.

Mrs. Dora B. Topham testified that
the house, No 10 Electric Alley, be-

longed to the Utah Mercantile. Land
and Investment company and that
she had charge of It. She said that,
on account of its having been burg
larized once before, that virtually all
of the articles that could be easily
removed had been taken away from
the place at her order, about a
month ago.

J. E. Brown of 2452 Lincoln ave-
nue, stated that he saw a man enter
the house through the basement win-
dow

After the state's witnesses had con-
cluded, the defendants' attorney ask-
ed for a recess, which was granted
When court was called to order
again, the two defendants were plac-
ed upon the stand. Both said that
they had been drinking heavily on
the afternoon of April 29, and that,
when they entered the house they
did not know what they were doing.
They also said that they did not hear
the officers trying to edter the room
and McCarty said that the shock he
received by the handcuffs being plac-
ed upon him. sobered him up, as it
was the first time he had ever been
arrested in his life

On cross examination, Moran stated
that he worked in Ogden several
years ago and that he had slept in
vacant houses in Electric Alley be-

fore, having entered them in a man-
ner similar to that of the present in-

stance. Both men came here from
Collinston. Utah

After binding the men over to the
district court, the judge adjourned

LIFE-SAVI- NG IN UTAH

TO BE REWARDED

BY MEDALS

Senator Reed Smoot has received
the following letter from the Amerl
can Cross of Honor, which is given
publicity In Utah in order that those
who have performed heroic acts of
life saving in this state may be duly
recognized by the society:

"Sir: At the annual meeting or
the board of governors of the Ameri-
can Cross of Honor, held at Trenton,
N. J.. April 4, 1914. it was decided to
award bronz-- crosses of honor to a
certain number of persons that had
rendered the most heroic service in
saving human life.

"There are many Instances of hero
ism In the saving of human life in
great fires, in mining disasters, in
storms, and from death by drowning,
that under the law. can not be rec-
ognized by the United States govern-
ment in awarding Its med-
al of honor, and it is believed that
the Cross of Honor, in such cases,
would bo a recognition of heroism
that otherwise would go unrewarded

"We believe that your constituents
would consider that you had rendered
them a service if the proposed action
by this order were given publicity in
your state, and the names and heroic
deeds of persons submitted to our
board In order to select the most de-
serving to receive the honor of the
cros3

"In applications to have the cross
awarded, printed blanks will bo fur-
nished, and applicants will be re-
quired to submit an affidavit corro-
borated by two testifying witnesses,
who saw the acts performed for which
the applicant asks to receive the
cross

"The order of the Ameri-
can Cross of Honor was organized in
1898, and chartered by the act ol
congress In 1906. Its regular mem
bershlp Is composed of persons upon
whom the United States government
has conferred the g medu!
of honor, and its object Is to encour-
age the saving of human life through-
out the world. (Signed) THOMAS
H. HENDERSON, President."

DISTRIBUTION OF

AN ESTATE

Hearing of the petition of the ad-
ministrator for summary distribution
of the estate of George Lavanter, de-
ceased, was heard before Judge How
ell today and the matter taken tmder
advisement.

George Lavanter died about ten
years ago, since which time his wire
hag held title to the property. She
is now $8 years old and a resident of
Idaho. She desires a distribution of
certain real estate that she may dis-
pose of it and realize a sufficient
amount to provide the necessities of
life.

The helrs-at-la- contend that the
wife has only a life Interest in the
realty and that it should not be given
to her for sale. They say they are
willing that she shall have the bene-
fits of the income from the property
as long as she lives, but that it
should not be disposed of to parties
not interested In the estate.

Judge Howell explained that the
law provides that, where an estate
does not exceed In value $1500, the
surviving wife or husband may be
given title in fee simple on appllca
tion. The contestants have introduc-
ed testimony to show that the estate
was worth more than 11500 at the
time of Mr. Lavanter's death, and
that Mrs Lavanter has used all the
personal property for her support,
also having had control and reaped
the benefits of the little piece of alnd
and home in Weber county.
